Wheat aud Oat Crops. 


WASHoaxoN, Nov. 16.—The fol- 
lowing statement of the condition of 
the wheat and oat crops was received 
yesterday by the department of agri- 
culture. The wheat returns of Novem- 
ber show ?n increase in the wheat 
crop of the United States of 31,000,- 
000 bushels since 1879. 
The yield 
per acre is somewhat less, but the in 
crease in the area sown is more than 
counterbalanced by loss of the yield. 
In the states of Minnesota and Cali- 
fornia the yield per acre as welt as the 
acreage shows an increase. 
The oat 
crop showt a I«light decline as com- 
pared with the crop of 1879. The 
area sown was one per cent, more 
than the previous year, hut the yield 
pe! acre is loss. In the north Atlantic 
states the o«t turu is better than last 
year, but in all states north of 
Dela- 
ware there is a jireat decline. 
In 
Kansas and Nebraska the crop was 
very poor. 
In Fowa and 
Minnesota 
very good, and about the average in 
other western states.

The cause cf the fire is still 
unknown. 
No one knows how many 
perished but it is feared the number 
will at least reach 
fifty. I t will be

advantage of the confusion, ran away, 
while othera wandered off aimlessly 
and will be surprising if some 
have 
periahed from cold.

The whole structure was ten years in 
course of erection and was only finish- 
ed three years ago. 
The cost was over 
half a million. The loss by fire will

which there is no insurance, the state 
having neglected this precaution. The 
origin of the fire is unknov/n, though 
it is located in the basement of the 
north wing, which was destroyed.
